Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 10-16, drawn to a method of detecting PrPsc proteins. 

Group II, claim(s) 17-20, drawn to a kit comprising a solid carrier, beta-pleated sheet 
binding molecules, washing solutions, elution solutions and a detection system. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: SEQ ID NO: 1 is 
found in the prior art; see Fulop et al, 2001, more specifically the abstract which 
describes peptide RWIA. Further, this reference provides for fluorescent labeling in the 
solid phase and required solutions (see pages 398-399). 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A specific beta-peptide-sheet-binding molecule (either an oligopeptide, SEQ ID
